Governors Diirected to Ap- 
portion Each Exemption 
District Its Quota. 

Washington, July 16.— A formal 
order by President Wilson draftir.g 
678,000 men into the military service 
under the selective conscription law 
was promulgated Friday by the war 
department, together with an official 
allotment showing what part of the 
total must be furnished by each state 
and territory. 

The only steps now remaining are 
distribution by the governors of state 
quota among the local exemption dis- 
tricts, and the great lottery, which 
probably will be held next week, and 
which will establish the order in 
which registrants are to present them- 
selves for service or exemption. 

The men summoned for service 
will be used to fill the regular army 
and national guard to war strength 
and to organize the first five hundred 
thousand of the new national army. 
The total of these three forces will be 
1,262,785 men. Later another 600,000 
will be called out, supplemented by 
sufficient men to make. Uj> fosses and 
maintain reserve battalions. 

The quota of men which each state 
will be required to furnish follows:

CREDITS FOR ALL ENLISTMENTS 
The table from which the net quo- 
tas were compiled shows that all en- 
listments in the national guard and 
the regular army up to June 30 have 
been allowed as credits. 

Contrary to expectations, the gov- 
ernment has allowed credit for the 
total strength of the national guard, 
including all those men who were in 
the service prior to April 1 and who 
have beeen retained. The figures 
follow:

Enlisted in the national guard be- 
tween April and June 30, 183,719. 

Enlisted in the regular army be- 
tween April 1 and June 30, 117,974.

I Ins means that according to the 
estimates of government officials, the 
United States now has enrolled or 
under arms approximately 467.0HO 
men classed as war volunteers and 
therefore constitute credits to be al- 
lowed to the states from which they 
enlisted.

Brussiloff Captures a Village 
Near Kalusz and Takes 
1,000 Prisoners. 

With somewhat of a slackening of 
the Russian offensive in Galicia ow- 
ing to bad weather, the French and 
the Germans along the Chemin Des 
Dames in Champagne have come to- 
gether in mighty struggles in which 
the ad vantages rested mainly with the 
forces of Gen. Petain. 

In Champagne to the north of Mont 
Haut and northeast of Teton, the 
French in a violent attack captured 
powerfully organized German trench 
elements on a front of more than 800 
yards and to a depth of more than 300 
yards, and held and consolidated the 
positions notwithstanding heavy coun- 
ter-attacks, in which the Germans 
suffered heavy casualties and lost in 
addition 360 men made prisioners. 

In Flanders at various points the 
British and Germans continue to car- 
ry on intensive artillery duels and the 
British to make successful raids on 
German positions. 

Although rain and swollen streams 
are moving against the fast prosecu- 
tion of the Russian offensive in Gali- 
cia, the troops of Gen. Brussilloff, 
nevertheless have driven the Austrians 
from positions southwest of 
and taken more than 1,000 | 
and a number of guns. 

It is not improbable that Rumania 
again may soon become an important 
theater in the war, as the Berlin com- 
munication announces that an increase- 
in the artillery activity at various 
points is noticeable. 

While the political situation in Ger- 
many remains obscure, one of the 
chief Berlin newspapers is credited 
with the assertion that the resolution 
of the majority of the reichstag which 
will be introduced will re-assert the 
"desire of the German people for 
peace and that the reichstag labors for 
peace and a mutual understanding 
and lasting reconciliation among the 
nations."

Nearly 100 other 
members of the crew, however, were 
not aboard. The Vanguard measured 
19,250 tons and her complement be- 
fore the war was 870 men.

Philippine Lumber Qoes to China. 

Certain grades of lumber from the 
Philippine islands have largely sup- 
planted American lumber in the Hong- 
kong market lately, owing to the high 
rates of freight for the trans-Pacific 
voyage. Imports of what Is known In 
the Chinese trade as Oregou pine 
(Douglas fir), which formerly averaged 
about 10.000.000 board feet annually 
from the United States, fell In 1910 to 
about li.UOO.OUO feet. Cheaper woods 
from the Philippines are now freely 
used, although Inferior in quality to 
the American product. Philippine 
hardwoods* and log Umber are also 
finding a good demand In Chlua under 
, present conditions. — Popular Mechan- 
ics Mngaziue.

Recent experiments have proved thl 
What Is more, these experiments hav 
proved that odor travels through wa] 
ter, Just as It does through air. 
Anglers hnv» laid so miKh stress on 
the need of exciting a fish's Interest by 
the look of food that the effect of scene 
has been overlooked. A shark will 
bite at a hook containing a piece «f 
fat pork, although the pork does not 
look like any kind of fish that swims 
the sea. Why, then, should the trout 
be expected to be Interested only In an 
artificial "gray hackle?" , 

It may be heresy In angling to sug- 
gest that n "fly" should smell like a 
fly. These scientific experiments show 
how large a part smell plays In the 
food pursuit of flsh. Bait, such as 
small crabs, was found and eaten by 
the fishes two or three times as rap- 
Idly when the shells were broken. Bait 
placed Inside a gauze bag was smelled 
within three minutes of being lowered 
in (lie wnter, nnd almost at the same 
tifcie all the fishes began nibbling at 
the bag. When cotton was stuffed Itf- 
to Its so-called "nostrils" the dogfish 
would seldom observe the food that 
came near them. . If they saw other 
dogfish eating, those whose nostrils 
were stuffed would Join them and take 
a share In the feast, but when kept to 
themselves they starved in the midst 
of plenty. — Chicago Herald.

ARMENIANS AN ANCIENT RACE 

they Lived In Many Placet Before Oc- 
cupying Regiont Which They Have 
Hold for Many Centuries. 

The history of Armenia dntes from 
very ret*) ate times, J, de Morgan writes 
in the New Armenia. Hailing, no one 
knows wbsBCO, at the same time as 
the races who h ive populated Europe, 
the Armenians formerly Inhnblted the 
steppe* of Russia nnd the plains of 
the lower Danube, nnd for a long time 
Thr ice. where they Itveil side by side 
with the Hellenes, their congeners. 
Afterward, at abofjl the time of the 
Trojan war we see them cross the 
Hellespont and settle In Phrygln, with 
the Phrygians of whom they were then 
l«t a gnat tribe. At this epoch the 
empire of Hiltltes wns extinguished. 
It Is from Phrygln that, eontrory to the 
general law of migrations, the Armeni- 
ans advanced toward the Orient, along 
the high valley of the Euphrates, and 
came to occupy the regions of Van. 
Urmia. Erzenim and Ararat. The 
kingdom of frntn disappeared; the 
Armenians Installed themselves upon 
Its ruins. 

It wns then thnt appeared the grand 
ItgWf of Halk. a fabulous personage 
In the traditions, but assuredly real, 
whom Moses of Khorene described to 
ns. contending. In his heroic form, 
against Bel. that Is. against the kings 
of Assyria. The Armenln Mnjor of 
our days was then occupied by peoples 
related to the present Caucasians, to 
the Use*. Mlmrrellnns and Georgians, 
whom the kings of Asslmr, after the 
fall of the powerful state of the bor- 
ders of Lake Van. hoped to subjugate. 
But Nineveh was soon to fall, and 
through thi- revolution the Armenians 
gained the time to establish their pow- 
er firmly In the regions they con- 
quered under the leadership of Hnlk. 
The first kingdom of the Armenians. 
Hnl. was founded tlOO or 700 years be- 
fore our era. nnd the spirit of Halk 
has lived until onr own dny. welding 
the Armenian element thnt wns sep- 
arated from the Phrygian nntlon. 

Some centuries after the collapse of 
Nineveh the Medes were dispossess.. | 
of power. The scepter passed to the 
huods of the Persians, whose onrush 
forced the ancient rulers of Iran to 
retire to the mountains. Then thes*» 
tribes came In contact with the Ar- 
menians, who. repulsed from the east, 
transmitted this pressure to the peo- 
ples of Ararat.

Paper Making In India. 

At a iluie when great difficulties are 
caused |] over the world by the short- 
age of paper, as a result of the great 
wnr, it is Interesting to note the pos- 
sibilities of paper making In India. By 
some olbclnls it is thought that suf- 
ficient paper should be muile In India 
to supply the whole demand of Asin 
It Is a question of cheap power und 
water. Cotton stalks can be used and 
the forests of India" contain many tr 
which tire of no use for building and 
not available for fuel, but which with 
wnterpower close to the forests could 
be u-round up to moke pulp ond pnper. 
Failing these, or perhaps preferably, 
grass and fibers could be grown which 
might serve the purpose better nnd at 
less cost. Where wnterpower Is on 
talnahle not too far from the sea. 
chlorine, for which there Is always n 
demand, can be cheaply produced from 
the sea by electrolysis. In this connec 
tlon It Is of Interest to note the Im- 
mense opportunities which India af- 
fords for the development of water 
power and for the transmission of that 
power by means of electricity where 
the available sites for water schemes 
are not conveniently nenr the place 
where the power Is wanted.

Harvard Observatory. 
The work of the Harvard college ob- 
s. rwitory has included the classifies 
ti'>n by special types of 220,000 stars 
more than 2,000,000 measurements of 
the visual brightness of stars, the dls 
eovery of about three-fourths of the 
variable stars known, and many de 
terminations of star magnitudes by 
photography. The observntory's star 
-pectra classification und Its scale of 
magnitudes have been adopted as 
world standards For a quarter of a 
'«atury, a continuous photographic 
record of the stars down to the elev 
enth magnitude lias been kept at a sta- 
tion In the northern hemisphere and 
one la the sputhern — that Is, at Cam- 
bndge, Mass., and Arequlpa. Peru— 
and a quarter of s million plates, 
weighing 120 tons, bear the complete 
lustory of the stars as written by their 
uwb light.

TO THK TKAOHERS OF 
TUCKY: 

An unusual situation confronts those 
engaged in teaching in this State. It 
is one -vhich will put to the lest your 
patriotism and devotion to education, 
as well. . 

Some 30,000 young men in Ken- 
tucky, signed their registration cards 
on June 5th by mark, being unable to 
sign their names. ThesOare not con- 
fined to any locality, but are scattered 
throughout every county in the State. 
They are not colored, but mainly 



These figures must stagger every 
thoughtful Kcntuckian. They would 
shame us to the point of concealment, 
but for the need of these young men 
for immediate relief. Concealment 
works no cure. Only prompt and 
active decison can do that. 

These young are not to blame for 
their misfortune. The enlightened cit- 
izens of Kentucky, who have tolera- 
ted lax compulsory attendance laws 
and have submitted to non-enforce- 
ment of such school attendance laws 
as are on our statute books, are most- 
ly to blame. But this is no lime to 
waste in crying "shame" or fixing 
blame. This is a time to atone in such 
measure as we may. 

It is unfair that these young men 
should be torn from their homes and 
deanones and sent across the water 
to your battles and mine without be- 
ing able to read a letter or to write a 
line back home. Next to actual en- 
gagement in battle, the most moment- 
ous event in the life of a soldier is the 
arrival of a letter from home. To his 
anxious mother a letter from her sol- 
dier boy is a comfort above price. 
No third person, however willing, 
can convey the sentiment and secrets 
of these two to each other. 

The Y. M. C. A. provides an abund- 
ance of reading and writing material, 
but these boys can only gaze upon it 
hungrily as a thing they crave to use, 
but cannot. ' Such printed reminder?, 
posted about the Y. M. C. A. camp, 
as "Write Home," "Have you writ-

BY A FRENCH SOLDIER. 

(In tho Chicago Daily Naws.) 
Paris.— Months of furious assault on 
the French lines at Verdun, which 
huve brought Into play the most pow- 
erful known means of attack, have 
burely succeeded In bending the ad- 
versary's lines. There is. It Is true, a 
diminution of forces on both sides, and 
one may look forward to the day when 
the accumulation of material and the 
superiority In numbers of men on the 
bUM of the allies will enuble the latter 1 
to break more rapidly the adversary's j 
tenacious resistance. 

But why Is It. one asks, that despite ' 
the accumulation of heavy cannon It 
costa so much In men and money and 
time to break the enemy's resistance? 
■ Is becsuse this war Is being fought | 
in a period of development of the art 
of war, In which the means of defense 
are vastly superior to the means of 
offense in the facility with which they 
can be brought into action and manu- 
factured at low cost, and above all In 
their efficacy, arising both from the 
difficulty which the adversary finds in 
demolishing them, and from the abso- 
lute accuracy of their aim. 

Means of Defense. 
To understand this one has merely 
to review the means of defense at the 
disposal of the srmles In the field. 
First, besides the trenches, and the 
barbed wire that prevents access to 
them, which are the busts of the pres- 
;ein of defeuse, and of which 
the shell hole wherein the soldier con- . 
ceals himself from the enemy, Is but a ' 
variation, the two great arms of de- 
feuse are the machine gun and the 
"75" cannon, the laat resort of the 
French army and one of the great da- i 
fenders of Verdun.

A soldier's musclea moat not only be 
strong— they must be elastic. He roust 
be prepared to run, to Jump, to crawl, 
to wriggle, to shoot or to handle the 
bayonet from the most unexpected po- 
sitions. That Is why be Is put through 
the setting-up exerclaes. By bending, 
thrusting; with hla arms and legs, nils 
Ing himself from the floor, his body Is 
made athletic and supple for every 
demand which may be Imposed upon It. 
Military dlactpllne begins with the 
muscles', must be imparted to the 
nerves, and become Imbedded In the 
brain. 

A rounded shoulder la a alack rope. 
The soldier whoae body saga out of 
shape spends almost as much energy 
In pulling himself together aa he does 
tn tbe specified motion Itself. On the 
other band, the man whose muscles 
are disciplined la at a balance, ready 
at once to respond to any command 
from the brain. When a man's muscles 
are aoft, they sullenly reaent all orders 
from the brain. They have 
to obey. 

The nerves must be even 
ly disciplined. For even If a soldier's 
muscles are trained to execute any or- 
der he receives, If his nerves run away 
with him, good legs only carry him 
faster. And discipline of tbe mind la 
moat important of all, for the mind ad- 
ministrates through the nerves. 

A disciplined mind will think precise- 
ly. That la why military training re- 
quires that « soldier speak precisely, 
that he follow correct forms tn receiv- 
ing and transmitting orders, in making 
out reports. In addressing a letter. The 
crlspnesa of military Intercourse does 
not stunt mental development. But 
war Is the most exact of modern 
and a soldier must strive to 
exact. In other words, he la 
simply taught how to think— not what 
to think. 

Aa soon as a soldier begins to think 
he will understand his place In a group 
formation. IK- win learn that the 
dllng of large bodiea of 
upon the handling of a squad.

Alfalfa Ixhauete Soli. 

Alfalfa has been growing continu- 
ously tn certain Kansas fields for 20 
to 30 years and even longer, and It 
has been questioned whether the soil 
has been made poorer, or whether the 
bacteria of the root nodulea have not 
fixed In the soil more nitrogen than 
haa been carried away In the hay. The 
results of an investigation have been 
by Prof. 0. O. Swenson to 
Chemical society. Ex- 
haustive sampling showed that In the 
extreme western or semi-arid portion 
of the state, the alfalfa soil wna rich- 
er in nitrogen than the native aoll, but 
the reverse proved to be true tn the 
central and eastern portions.

Ornithologists and oilier Intelligent 
observers of nature who have made a 
study of the subject say with the snne- 
tlou of crop experts that insects de- 
stroy . ne-tenth of the products o| agri- 
culture in the United States. Nt-urly 
all birds destroy Insect life. The fed- 
eral .Icpurtment of' agriculture has 
round that among the birds which 
ruosi effectively aid the farmers are 
ptioel.es, kingbirds, cuilni.ls, swallows, 
btoun thrushes, rosel roasted gros- 
beaks, house wrens, virtus, native spur- 
ni»-, . uckoos, orioles, warblers, shore 
larks, loggerhead shrikes and 
lark-.

An Unsolved Mystery. 

The St. IsMai Art museum recently 
tnnounced the possession of u poly- 
chrome earthen vessel of unique de- 
sign, which remains a mystery to 
archaeologists. It was found umong 
the ruins of the undent city of (Juirl- 
guu, Guatemala, during the vxcavati.ni 
of that site lu MIS, uml since then has 
provoked a great deal of discussion an 
to Its origin and purpose. The weasel 
is described as seven inches lu height, 
with u constricted band around the 
rim, doubtless Intended to accoinmo- 
tlute u cover, and "its fluted body 
swells below into a bulb.. us buse, 
which Is slightly conense beneath. The 
paste Is moderately soft, light gray in 
color and the surface la finished with 
u slip or wash of light salmon hue 
curefully rubbed down with u polish- 
ing Implement." Hut the odd feature 
of the vessel is the human face mold- 
ed on the front of it. It la u type of 
face totally unlike that of the abori- 
gines who inhabited this region nnd 
archeologists are therefore puzzled 
concerning the history of this one 
relic. How did an aboriginul American 
iwtler happen to model n face of the 
type seen only in the old world? So 
fur the question Las not been an- 
swered.
